SPRINGFIELD, Mo . (.Pl — Ro bert 
Stro u d, 74, the lo n g-time co n v ict an d 
writer who became kn o wn as the 
“Birdman o f Alcatraz,” died to day 
in the U.S. Medical Cen ter. 


The priso ner, behind bars fo r 54 
y ears, had spent 43 y ears in so li­ 
tary co nfinement in three federal 
priso ns. He was o riginally sen­ 
tenced to hang fo r a 19 09 Alaskan 
bar ro o m slay ing. This sentence 
was co mmuted to life and he later 
was giv en a life sentence fo r kill­ 
ing a guard at the U.S. penitentiary 
at Leav enwo rth, Kan., in 19 16 . 


Dr. Jesse Harris, warden o f the 
cen ter, said Stro u d was fo u n d dead 
in his cell bed at 5:45 a m. CST. He 
said Stro u d had died in his sleep o f 
n atu ral cau ses an d in firmities o f 
age. 
He had n o t been assign ed du ties 
fo r the last fo u r mo n ths an d befo re 
that had lieen emp lo y ed in the p riso n 
bo o k bin din g sho p . 


Stro u d climbed to fame with his 


ex p erimen ts o n birds an d his wn tin g 


abo u t his wo rk, a ho bby which led 
to the mo v ie “The Birdman o f Alca­ 
traz.” It was at Alcatraz p riso n 


where he co n du cted mo st o f his ex 
p erimen ts. 
Since he was bro ught to the med­ 
ical center here in J uly , 19 59 , 
Stro ud has made sev eral co urtro o m 
appearances here and at Kansas 
City . The last o ne was early this 
mo nth when his effo rts to hav e 
published a bo o k o n the federal 
priso n sy stem was taken under 
adv isement by J udge William Beck­ 
er o f the U.S. District Co urt. 
As a resu lt o f his first bo o k, 
Stro u d became a n o ted au tho rity o n 
birds an d the bo o k was accep ted as 
a defin ite treatise o n bird diseases. 
His seco n d bo o k he titled “ Pen o lo gy 
an d Rehabilitatio n .” 
Stro u d said the man u scrip t dealt 
with the histo ry o f man y in mates 
an d o fficials an d “ the ex p erien ces o f 
my self an d o thers.” 
In April 19 6 2, Stro ud lo st a peti­ 
tio n fo r a presidential pardo n. Atty . 
Gen. Ro bert F. Kennedy declined to 
make the reco mmendatio n fo r clem­ 
ency , which Stro ud based o n a co n­ 
tentio n he had been rehabilitated. 
In an o ther co u rt ap p earan ce the 
n ex t day after that tu rn do wn . Stro u d 
still in sisted he had bee rehabilitated.

which

Sihano uk has no plan to ask fo r

China. 
Kimny said, hut Peking 
may be asked to send “ A few 
technical ex perts — no t military .” 
“ In o u r agreemen t o n military aid 
with the Un ited States there is a 
p ro v isio n that Cambo dia mu st n o t 
receiv e aid fro m an y o f the So cialist 
co u n tries.” the ambassado r said. “ In 
p o in t o f fact, this mean t we were 
n o t n eu tral.”

Red Capture of Asia’s 
Buddhists Isn’t Likely 


Mine. Nee Dlnh Nhu. sister-in-law of the assassinated Vietnamese 
President Diem and widow of his brother and adv iser on Buddhist 
suppression policies. Insisted during her speaking tour id America that 
these Buddhists were ( nnimunist-dominated. 


She inferred thev were no belter than 
the Viet Cong rebels. This 
charge has been discounted and denied. 


Bot It is noteworthy that late in October Ihe Chinese Communist 
gov ernment staged a conference of Buddhist leaders from ll Asian 
countries in Peking. 
They drew some important Buddhist leaders from countries like 
J apan, Indonesia, Cambodia and Fast Pakistan. They also drew some 
Communist stooges like Ihe Viet Cong Buddhists from Met Nam. And 
there were “ hundreds” of Red Chinese monks, nuns, lay men. 


They were receiv ed and banqueted by Red China's leaders, includ­ 
ing Premier (hon Fn-lai. The proceedings were broadcast all ov er 
Asia by Radio Peking. And this was propagandized as ihe most Im­ 
portant international Buddhist conference since Ihe fifth—and 
most 
recent—biennial meeting of (he World Fellowship of Buddhists in Ran­ 
goon, 19 58. 


So this Peking conference was a shrewd international political 
stroke. While Communist China claims to he atheist, there are per­ 
haps more people of Buddhist culture in Red China than in any other 
country in tile world. 


lf Peking can establish ev en a phony leadership for Ihe Buddhist 
mov ement in east and south Asia, ii could become an important propa­ 
ganda outlet for Red China's recognized ambition to become the domi­ 
nant power in the Orient. 


But (here are grav e doubts among the students of Buddhism that 
the Communists will be able to subv ert Buddhism any more than the 
Diem regime in Viet Nam was abir to suppress It. There is too much 
independence and indiv iduality in it. 


Another point is that the Red Chinese hav e a black mark against 
them in that they drov e the Dalai Lama from Tibet into Indian ex ile 
and suppressed the captiv e Tibetan heirarchy . 


The Dalai Lama was spiritual leader of all Buddhists not only In 
Tibet, where he was temporal leader, hut also in Nepal. Bhutan and 
Sikkim. Oilier than (he Dalai Lama, there is no head and no central 
organization nr headquarters for all Buddhists. 


The gov ernments of Thailand, Laos and Cambodia hav e depart­ 
ments of religious affairs which are predominantly Buddhist. 


In Burma the deposed Premier U Nu tried lo make Buddhism the 
Mate religion. Much of the opposition to the dictatorial policies of his 
successor, Ne Win, has come from Burmese Buddhists whom he has 
tried In v ain to influence. 


In J apan, where there are 13 Buddhist univ ersities and 30 new 
Buddhist mov em ents, the faith has its strongest hold and most in­ 
fluence. 


One of the most activ e political sects is Soka fiakkal. It Is actually 
an offshoot or rebirth of a 13th-century Buddhist order which was 
super-patriotic on a “ J apan—right or wrong” theme. 


The rev iv al has been called both fascism and socialism, hut tt has 
ev en attracted some U.S. armed serv icemen stationed in J apan, as 
conv erts. 


Soka Gakkal has some members in the upper house of the J apa­ 
nese Diet and it claims to hav e hundreds of local gov ernment officials 
as members. 


But the society is not entering candidates in Ihe Nov . 21 elections 
for new lower house members. So it does not y et threaten the Liberal 
Democrat or Socialist parties for political dominance in J apan.

Soviet Jets 
Shoot Down 
Iranian Plane 


TEHRAN, Iran if) — Three Soviet 
jet fighters shot down an unarmed 
Iranian plane 18 miles inside Iranian 
territory after it accidentally strayed 
into the Soviet Union, official govern­ 
ment reports said today. 


Two aerial survey officials aboard 
the plane were killed and tile pilot 
was seriously injured. 


The plane, on a photographic m is­ 
sion in connection with a land re­ 
distribution project in northeast Iran, 
lost its way Wednesday and flew 
into Soviet territory, the reports said. 


The reports said the Soviet jets 
ordered the plane to land on a Soviet 
air strip. The pilot, however, found 
he was short of fuel and flew back 
into Iranian territory, the reports 
added. 


The three jets then reportedly fol­ 
lowed the Iranian plane and fired on 
it near Darghaz. in Iran. The plane 
was reported to have caught fire and 
exploded in the air. 


The plane was downed while Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev was in 
Iran on an official visit.
